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Clinton Urges ‘Smart Power’

WASHINGTON! Hillary Rodham Clinton said 
Tuesday that she intends to revitalize the 
mission of diplomacy in American foreign 
policy, calling for a “smart power” strategy 
in the Middle East and implicitly criticizing 
the Bush administration for having down- 
graded the role of arms control. 

At a daylong confirmation hearing before 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
President-elect Barack Obama’s choice for 
secretary of state sailed smoothly through an 


array of non-contentious questions until two 
Republican committee members pressed her 
to take additional steps to ensure that former 
President Bill Clinton’s global fundraising 
work does not pose even an appearance of 
conflict with her role as the chief U.S. dip- 
lomat. She balked, saying disclosure rules 
already in place were carefully crafted and 
adequate to avoid any conflict. 

Clinton appeared headed for easy con- 
firmation. She encountered no challenges

to her basic vision for for- 
eign policy. 

Clinton, who will relin- 
quish her seat in the Senate 
when confirmed, spoke 
confidently of Obama’s 
intentions to renew Amer- 
ican leadership in the 

world and to strengthen 

U.S. diplomacy. 

“America cannot solve the most pressing 
problems on our own, and the world cannot 
solve them without America,” she said, (ap)

ed in a report by the department’s 
inspector general, Glenn Fine. 

Tuesday’s report is the latest of 
several inquiries that found senior 
Justice Department officials vio- 
lated civil service laws under the 
tenure of former Attorney General 
Alberto Gonzales. 

The report says Schlozman polit- 
icized and mistreated his staff and 
tried to punish agency employees he 
believed were too liberal. The report 
said Schlozman urged the hiring of 
“real Americans,” as opposed to lib- 
erals, whom he referred to as “libs” 
and “pinkos.” 

Schlozman resigned from the 
Justice Department in 2007 and is 
now an attorney in Wichita, Kan.

Dems say Geithner s 
honest mistake’ won’t 
stop his confirmation 

WASHINGTON I President-elect 
Barack Obama’s choice to run 
the Treasury Department dis- 
closed Tuesday that he failed to 
pay $34,000 in taxes from 2001 
to 2004, a last-minute complica- 
tion that Senate Democrats tried to 
brush aside as a minor bump on a 
smooth path to confirmation. 


Timothy Geithner paid most 
of the past-due taxes days 
before Obama 
announced his 
choice in Novem- 
ber, according to 
materials released 
by the Senate 
Finance Commit- 
tee. He had paid 
the remainder of 
the taxes in 2006, after the IRS 
sent him a bill. 

The still-unpaid taxes were 


discovered by Obama’s transition 
team while investigating Geithner’s 
background. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Max Baucus said he still hoped Gei- 
thner could be confirmed on Inau- 
guration Day. 

“These errors were not inten- 
tional; they were honest mistakes,” 
Baucus said after he and other com- 
mittee members met with Geithner 
behind closed doors Tuesday. 

Republican senators, who might 
be expected to raise the most sig- 


nificant objections, did not imme- 
diately comment. 

After senators met with Geith- 
ner, the panel released 30 pages 
of documents detailing his tax 
errors — and also how he came to 
employ a housekeeper whose legal 
immigrant work status had briefly 
lapsed in 2005. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid dismissed the events as “a few 
little hiccups,” and said he was “not 
concerned at all” about the impact.

WASHINGTON I Terror suspects who 
were held but released from Guan- 
tanamo Bay are increasingly return- 
ing to the fight against the United 
States and its allies, the Pentagon 
said Tuesday. 

Sixty-one detainees released 
from the prison in Cuba are believed 
to have rejoined the fight, said Pen- 
tagon spokesman Geoff Morrell, cit- 
ing data from December. About 520 
Guantanamo detainees have been 
released from custody or have ben 
transferred to prisons elsewhere 
in the world. 

The new figures come as Presi- 
dent-elect Barack Obama prepares 
to issue an executive order during 
his first week in office to close the

Man accused of fraud 
allegedly fakes death 
in plane crash in Fla. 

HARPERSVILLE, ALA. | An investor 
who had entrusted money to an 
Indiana financial manager suspect- 
ed of trying to fake his own death in 
a plane crash said Tuesday he had 
complained to regulators that the 
man was unfairly charging high fees 
and pocketing the money. 

The complaints were yet another 
sign that Marcus Schrenker’s life 
was crumbling around him in the 
weeks before he took off in his small 
plane and then apparently para- 
chuted out over Alabama before 
leaving the plane on autopilot to 
crash in Florida. 

The Indiana Department of 
Insurance had filed a complaint 
against Schrenker on behalf of 
seven investors last January that 
claimed he cost them more than 
$250,000 because he never told 
them they would face high fees to 
switch annuities. Investors said he

cozied up to their families — then 
betrayed them. 

A hearing in the case was sched- 
uled for next week, when his license 
in Indiana could be revoked for 
life and he could face penalties. 
On Tuesday, prosecutors alleged 
Schrenker had been advising cli- 
ents even though his license had 
expired on Dec. 31, and a judge 


ordered him arrested on financial 
fraud charges. 

Schrenker’s disappearance has 
perplexed authorities in three states 
as they scramble to put together the 
pieces of what looks like an elabo- 
rate plan sketched out to escape 
financial doom. In the days before 
the crash, Schrenker’s home and 
business had been searched by 
authorities probing his financial 
management businesses, his wife 
filed for divorce, his stepfather died, 
and a court in Maryland entered 
a half-million-dollar judgment 
against him. 

The case took another cinematic 
turn Tuesday, when investigators said 
it looked like Schrenker had stashed 
a red motorcycle in an Alabama stor- 
age unit before the plane crash, and 
then retrieved it and fled. 

“He could be anywhere at all. 
Within 10 hours, he could be in New 
Orleans, halfway to Houston, in 
Atlanta, anywhere,” said Harpers- 
ville Police Chief David Latimer. 

“I think he’d do anything to get 
away,” Latimer said, (ap)

Gazans Lack Space to Bury Dead

Israeli offensive forees 
Palestinians to reopen 
cemeteries, reuse plots 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP | One family 
buried a slain son over his grandfa- 
ther. Another bundled up the tiny 
bodies of three young cousins and 
lowered them into the grave of a 
long-dead aunt. A man was laid to 
rest with his brother. 

More than two weeks into the 
Israeli offensive that has killed more 
than 940 Palestinians, Gazans are 
struggling to find places to bury 
their dead. Cemeteries throughout 
Gaza City that were closed for new 
burials have now reopened. 

“Gaza is all a graveyard,” grave- 
digger Salman Omar said Tuesday 
as he shoveled earth in Gaza City’s 
Sheik Radwan cemetery. 


Just six miles wide and 25 miles 
long, Gaza has always suffered 
from a shortage of burial space. But 
Gazans say Israel’s offensive has 


made it impossible for residents to 
reach Martyrs Cemetery — the only 
graveyard in the area with space to 
dig fresh graves. 


The offensive is aimed at crushing 
the militant group Hamas. But Pal- 
estinian medical officials say roughly 
half the dead are civilians. 

Among them are the Samouni 
cousins, 5-month-old Mohammed, 
1-year-old Mutasim and 2-year-old 
Ahmed, whose family hurriedly dug 
up the grave of an aunt to lay them 
to rest last week. 

“We buried them quickly,” said 
lyad Samouni, 26, at al-Awda hospi- 
tal in Gaza City, where he was being 
treated for shrapnel wounds. “We 
were afraid we’d be shelled.” (ap)

Corruption Is Killing Zimbabweans 


Physicians’ Group: 

JOHANNESBURG, SOUTH AFRICA | An 
international physicians’ group said 
Tuesday that corruption is killing 
Zimbabweans and President Rob- 
ert Mugabe should be investigated 
by the International Criminal Court 
for crimes against humanity. 


The U.S. -based Physicians for 
Human Rights told The Associat- 
ed Press that the United Nations 
should take over Zimbabwe’s health 
system, including its collapsed water 
supply, to halt the toll of unneces- 
sary deaths from easily cured ill- 


nesses such as cholera. 

The findings and recommenda- 
tions of an investigative team that 
visited Zimbabwe in December were 
published in an emergency report 
called “Health in Ruins — A Man- 
made Disaster in Zimbabwe” on 


Tuesday in South Africa and by for- 
mer Irish President Mary Robinson 
at the United Nations, according to 
the organization’s chief executive 
officer, A. Frank Donaghue. 

The report adds to growing evi- 
dence that the Mugabe government 
“may well be guilty of crimes against 
humanity,” Donaghue said, (ap)

Ethiopian Troops 
Leave Somalia 

MOGADISHU, SOMALIA | Ethiopia 
handed over security duties Tues- 
day to a Somali force, raising fears 
that the Horn of Africa country — 
already fighting an Islamic insur- 
gency and rampant piracy — could 
collapse into chaos if extremists 
with alleged al- Qaeda links move 
to seize power. 

The Ethiopian pullout after a 
two-year deployment was wide- 
ly welcomed by Somalis who had 
viewed the troops as an occupying 
force, but the Ethiopians also have 
provided a measure of stability in 
a land plagued by extreme poverty 
and relentless warfare. 

It was unclear when all the Ethio- 
pians will have departed. They were 
pulling out in stages and gave no 
exact dates, for security reasons, (ap)

Russia-Ukraine Deal Disappoints

Countries trade blame 
as gas crisis deprives 
millions of heat, light 

MOSCOW I Hopes that Russia would 
get natural gas flowing again to 
shivering Europeans vanished like a 
winter’s breath Tuesday when Mos- 
cow turned on the taps and then 
alleged hours later that Ukraine 
was blocking the shipments. 

Ukraine, in turn, blamed Russia 
in the weeklong dispute, saying the 
Kremlin had demanded the Europe- 
bound gas go by a laborious route 
that would require Ukraine to cut 
off supplies to its own people. 

European Union monitors 
brought in to keep tabs on gas flows 
in both nations weren’t saying who 
was at fault, but the EU was clearly 
angry at the crisis that has deprived 


millions of heat, light and work. 

“The European consumer can- 
not, shall not, be held hostage to 
what is clearly a bilateral situation,” 
EU spokesman Johannes Leiten- 
berger said. 


Europe gets about 20 percent of 
its gas from Russia through pipelines 
that cross Ukraine. Russia stopped 
selling gas to Ukraine on Jan. 1 in a 
dispute over prices and debts, and 
then stopped sending any gas into its

Iran: 2 Men Are 
Stoned to Death 

TEHRAN, IRAN | Two men convicted 
of adultery were stoned to death in 
northeastern Iran last month but 
a third convicted man managed to 
escape, Iran’s judiciary spokesman 
said Tuesday. 

Ali Reza Jamshidi said the ston- 
ing took place in the city of Mash- 
had in December. 

Under Iran’s Islamic law, adul- 
tery is punishable by stoning. Inter- 
national human rights groups have 
long criticized stoning in Iran as a 
cruel form of punishment. 

Jamshidi did not describe how 
the stonings were carried out. But 
typically under Islamic law, a man 
is buried up to his waist, while a 
woman is buried up to her neck. 
Those carrying out the verdict then 
throw stones until the person dies. 
If the person escapes, he or she 
remains free under Islamic law. (ap)

The Washington Post named two 
managing editors Tuesday, one of 
them the first woman to hold that 
title in the paper’s history, in an effort 
to speed the merger of the company’s 
print and online newsrooms. 

Elizabeth Spayd, who has been 
a top editor on both sides of the 
Potomac River that separates the 
two newsrooms, will be responsible 
for the hard-news sections of the 
newspaper, located on The Post’s 
fifth floor. 

Raju Narisetti, a former deputy

managing editor of the Wall Street 
Journal, will oversee the fourth floor, 
which includes Style and other fea- 
ture sections. 

Spayd, 50, said it feels “pretty 
cool” to break the gender barrier 
and that she hopes to increase The 
Post’s appeal to female readers. 

Narisetti, 42, launched a nation- 
al business newspaper in India in 


2007. The Indian-American worked 
with Post Executive Editor Marcus 
Brauchli in several roles at the Wall 
Street Journal, the newspaper at 
which Brauchli was the top editor 
until leaving last spring. 

“Liz knows the newsroom,” 
Brauchli said. “She knows how 
to think about both the print and 
online sides of the house. She’s well- 
respected and an accomplished 
journalist.” 

Narisetti, he said, “is quite a 
visionary in journalistic terms. 
He understands where the media 
is going. The combination of these 
two should prove very strong 
for The Post in the near term.”

RIP, Supermarket Banks 


Citigroup s deal with 
Morgan Stanley may 
mark the end of an era 

NEW YORK I The original financial 
supermarket is dead. 

Citigroup signaled the end of a 
decade-long experiment to create 
one-stop shopping for financial 
services — everything from con- 
sumer loans to investment banking 
— with Tuesday’s announcement 
that it was merging its Smith Bar- 
ney brokerage into a joint venture 
with Morgan Stanley. 

The deal, which will give Citi- 
group $2.7 billion in badly needed 
cash as it gives up control of Smith 
Barney, comes as the company still 
struggles in the aftermath of the 
mortgage and credit crisis. There 
is speculation that CEO Vikram 
Pandit, who for months supported 
Citigroup as a “universal bank,” will 
be taking further steps to simplify 
and streamline the company. 

And many people on Wall Street 
think Citigroup could be headed for

an even larger-scale dismantling if 
the federal government — which 
now has a stake in Citi, thanks to its 
recent bailout — has its way. 

“I think within 12 months, Citi- 
group no longer exists,” said Wil- 
liam Smith at Smith Asset Manage- 
ment, who owns Citigroup shares. 


He has been calling for a breakup 
of Citigroup for years. 

Citigroup was the quintessen- 
tial financial supermarket, cobbled 
together over decades by Sandy 
Weill — the former CEO who is 
both lauded for bringing Citigroup 
its biggest profits ever and criticized 
for creating an unsustainably mas- 
sive, impossible-to-manage con- 
glomerate. 

The idea behind the supermarket 
is that the average person can do all 
his saving, borrowing and investing 
with one company. Citigroup had it 
all, the retail and business banking 
operations, the investment bank- 
ing business, the brokerage, even 
Travelers insurance. 

Whether that one company does 
it better than a number of special- 
ized companies does, though, has 
been the big question facing share- 
holders since the deregulation of the 
banking industry in the 1990s. And 
Citi’s announcement Tuesday fur- 
ther undermines the idea that one 
company can handle such diverse 
businesses at once, (ap) 


Yahoo Names Tech Veteran as CEO 


Carol Bartz selected 
to lead company out 
of its 3-year slump 

SAN FRANCISCO I Yahoo Inc. named 
technology veteran Carol Bartz as 
its new chief executive Tuesday, 
bringing in a no-nonsense leader 
known for developing a clear focus 
— something that has eluded the 
struggling Internet company dur- 
ing a three-year slump. 

The decision to lure Bartz, 


60, away from 
software maker 
Autodesk Inc. 
ends Yahoo’s two- 
month search to 
replace co-found- 
er Jerry Yang, 
who surrendered 
the CEO reins 
after potentially lucrative deals 
with Microsoft Corp. and Google 
Inc. both collapsed. 

Bartz’s appointment could set 
the stage for Microsoft to renew 


its efforts to buy Yahoo’s Inter- 
net search operations as a way of 
mounting a more serious threat to 
Google, the market leader. Micro- 
soft had been reluctant to deal with 
Yang because he rebuffed several 
previous overtures by the compa- 
ny, including a $47.5 billion offer 
to purchase Yahoo in its entirety 
last May. 

Microsoft subsequently with- 
drew that bid, valued at $33 per 
share, and now Yahoo’s stock price 
hovers around $12. (ap)

Hoyas Grow Up Quickly 


Freshmen make their 
mark as Georgetown 
gears up for Syracuse 

HOYAS HOOPS I With one senior and 
one starting junior, Georgetown 
always knew this season would 
hinge on how quickly its young- 
sters develop. 

That onus on freshmen, in par- 


ticular, has become greater of late 
as the Hoyas’ most experienced 
player, Jessie Sapp, fights through a 
shooting slump, and junior DaJuan 
Summers has been plagued by foul 
trouble in two straight games. 

And while Greg Monroe has 
been a standout since taking the 
floor for the Hoyas, fellow first-year 
players Jason Clark and Henry Sims 
are emerging as viable options for 


coach John Thompson III. 

The timing couldn’t be bet- 
ter for No. 13 Georgetown (11-3, 
2-2), which hosts No. 8 Syracuse 
(16-1, 4-0) on Wednesday as a 
brutal opening stretch in the Big 
East continues. The Orange is the 
Hoyas’ fourth ranked opponent in 
five games. 

“It comes with time,” said 
Thompson, whose team on Satur- 


day topped Providence, which was 
unranked but undefeated in league 
play before the game. “Slowly but 
surely, both Jason and Henry and 
Gregory are understanding and get- 
ting comfortable and able to come 
in and help us.” 

Monroe’s impact has been imme- 
diate. This week, the 6-foot-lO cen- 
ter was named the Big East’s rook- 
ie of the week for 
the third time this 
season. Monroe, 
who was the first 
Hoyas player to 
get 10 rebounds in 
a game last Mon- 
day at Notre Dame, 
is averaging 13.5 
points per game 
and came within 
two assists of a triple-double in 
Saturday’s 82-75 win. 

Clark (10 points in 24 minutes) 
and Sims (five points in 14 min- 
utes) may solve the Hoyas’ depth 
problems. On Saturday, a lineup 
featuring the three freshmen, and 
sophomores Austin Freeman and 
Chris Wright — who missed most 
of his first season due to injuries 
— played a key role in snapping a 
two-game losing streak. 

The confidence gained may be 
more important in the long term 
than the victory. 

“We all kind of grew up,” Wright 
told reporters. “Coach let us; he 
believed in us. The contributions 
from Henry and Jason are very 
important. I think it’s going to 
help us big time down the road.”

We understood the 
obstacles that were going to be in 
front of us.” 

One way or another, the Ravens 
will finally get a week off after the 


AFC championship. 

Either they’ll have a break 
before playing in the Super Bowl 
on Feb. 1, or they’ll be done for 
the year. 

It won’t help to lament the fact 
that the Steelers had a bye on Oct. 
12 and during the first week of the 
playoffs. Rather, the Ravens hope 
to ride the momentum created by 
an 11-2 run. 

“I look at it as I have an oppor- 
tunity, one opportunity, to get 
somewhere that I always dreamed 
about when I was a kid,” line- 
backer Bart Scott said. “And 
that’s playing in the Super Bowl.”

In New Orleans, 
they will find some of the country’s 
top affordable dining spots, Tim 
Zagat said. 

“This is still not only one of the 
best places to eat in the United 
States — it’s one of the cheapest,” 
he said. 

Zagat found New Orleans to have 
the lowest average meal cost in the 
United States: $28.52 compared 
to the national average of $34.31.

MUSIC I When an impressed Lars 
Ulrich told the Sword that Metal- 
lica was going to take the band on 
tour, vocalist-guitarist J. D. Cronise 
didn’t believe him. “We met him in 
San Francisco,” Cronise recalled. 
“We didn’t take him seriously.” 

But last year, Metallica’s drum- 
mer made good on his word and 
took the Austin, Texas-based group 
on the road. “We played with them 
in Eastern Europe ... last July, and 
those shows were huge,” Cronise said. 
“The show in Turkey, there were, like, 
50,000 people or something.” 

That might intimidate an 
obscure stoner-metal band with 
just two albums — “Age of Win- 


ters” (2006) and “Gods of Earth” 
(2008) — under its giant collective 
belt buckle, and whose super-heavy 
psychedelic sound is more reminis- 


cent of Black Sabbath than anything 
related to Metallica’s thrash-met- 
al past. But Cronise and Co. took 
up the challenge with grace and 


power chords, and Metallica has 
now brought the Sword on its U.S. 
stadium tour, too — which also 
allows the quartet to book club 
gigs on off nights. That means the 
Sword goes from playing poten- 
tially to 20,000 or so Metallica 
nuts one night to about 100 or so 
Sword fans the next. That’s quite 
a venue-change headbang for the 
Sword, whose sludgey songs have 
been called “hipster metal.” 

“It’s kind of funny that people once 
called us ‘hipster metal,’ because you 
wouldn’t believe the nerds that show 
up to our shows,” Cronise laughed. 
“It’s anything but hipsters, but 
they’re awesome and I love them.”

Lightweight laptops 
lure consumers with 
affordable prices 

Last year, so-called “netbooks” — 
computers that often cost less than 
$400, with small screens and key- 
boards that made them look Lilli- 
putian next to laptops that seemed 
perfectly portable just months ear- 
lier — crept into stores. 

These little computers introduced 
consumers to the idea that extreme 
portability could be combined with 
a low price, as long as they were 
willing to use the computer for get- 
ting on the Internet and not much 
more. Netbooks won’t include a DVD 
drive, the fastest microprocessor or 
enough storage space to house end- 
less amounts of photos and videos. 

This year, because of the dismal 
economy and laptop buyers’ increas- 
ing comfort with these miniature 
computers, more netbooks are 
headed to store shelves. Some net-

books will keep their lower-than- 
a-cheap-PC price, but others will 
cost what bigger laptops do and 
will include features such as touch 
screens and metal casings as com- 
panies look to keep the category’s 
momentum going. 

At the International Consumer 
Electronics Show last week, Taiwan- 
based AsusTek Computer Inc. — 
which launched its $269-to-$699 
Eee PC netbooks in 2007 — intro- 
duced a new one called the Eee PC 
Touch. It sports a nearly 9 -inch 
touch screen that swivels or folds 


over so it can be used as a tablet- 
style PC. Asus expects the Touch 
to be available in March for $499 
and plans to release a version with 
a 10 -inch screen. 

That size and price aren’t far 
from that of a regular laptop. A 
Dell Inspiron 1525 with a 15-inch 
screen and more powerful pro- 
cessor starts at $479 through the 
Round Rock, Texas-based compa- 
ny’s Web site. 

Jackie Hsu, AsusTek’s president 
of the Americas, said his company 
sold 5 million Eee PCs worldwide 
in 2008. He expects the market to 
grow this year because there are 
more product choices. 

Indeed, larger computer makers 
such as Dell Inc., MSI Computer,

Lenovo Group Ltd., Acer Inc. and 
Hewlett-Packard Co. are betting on 
netbooks, too. Several of them intro- 
duced upcoming models at CES. 

Palo Alto, Calif -based HP, the 
world’s No. 1 computer maker, 
showed an addition to its Mini net- 
book line, the Mini 2140, which is 
expected to be available in January 
for $499. Unlike the company’s $329 
Mini 1000, the 2140 includes fea- 
tures such as an aluminum case, key- 
boards coated to resist wear and an 
accelerometer that can tell when the 
device is dropped and will instruct 
the hard drive to shut down. 

Dell, the second-largest comput- 
er maker, unveiled a new netbook, 
too, and is hoping to drive sales of 
an earlier model by temporarily 
cutting its price and offering other 
incentives. 

Retailers have high hopes for 
netbooks in 2009, too, if Amazon, 
com Inc. is any indication. Between 
Black Friday and Christmas, eight 
of the top 10 best-selling laptops on 
the site were netbooks, said Ama- 
zon’s vice president of consumer 
electronics, Paul Ryder. 

“I think the category will contin- 
ue to do better than the standard 
laptop category. It’s still new, so I 
think it’s going to grow faster,” he

Fitness Solutions 

Post fitness writers VICKY HALLETT 
and HOWARD SCHNEIDER were online 
Tuesday and talked about what kind of 
shoes are bestforthegym, morning 
versus nighttime workouts and burn- 
ing calories. 

I just started going to the gym, and 
after a couple workouts I realized 
I need new sneakers. I will usual- 
ly be going to the aerobic classes 
(cardio kickboxing, step etc.) rath- 
er than “free” workouts. What is 
the best type of sneaker for this? 
Tennis shoes and cross-trainers are 
built for the side-to-side motion 
you’ll encounter in aerobics, so 
shop for those. Don’t get running 
shoes, which aren’t designed for 
aggressive lateral motion. 


I’ve started to go to the gym in the 
morning before work. I’ll have a 
banana on the way (so that I don’t 
faint on the treadmill), and I’ll run a 
few miles. Just curious: Does this 
workout produce better fat-burning 
results because I do it in the morn- 
ing, or would it be the same if I did it 
in the evening? 

I have not seen anything definitive. 
If there is any morning “edge” in fat 
burning, it is probably minimal. 
The chief determinant of which 
fuel your body turns to is the level 
of intensity of the workout. It takes 
longer for the body to oxidize fat, so 
as workouts become more intense 
— and energy has to be delivered 
more quickly — it turns more to 
stored glycogen and other sources 
to supply it. 

If I eat 800 calories too much one 
day (say, four of my husband’s 
home-baked peanut butter cook- 


ies), I will gain 2 pounds two days 
later. How come it never takes 3,500 
extra calories to gain one pound? 

The numbers talked about in this 
regard need to be looked at long 
term. Day-to-day calorie fluctua- 
tions occur on their own — based 
on retained water, how much you 
have been working out, etc. Do those 
2 pounds hang around permanent- 
ly? If so, then there is probably more 
than one day’s worth of peanut butter 
cookies involved. Look at the trend. 
Are you hovering around a certain 
weight or steadily going up?
